Bitter Wrangle Over “Wide Tires.” 

The start of the meeting was enlivened by 
the most acrimonious personal dispute which 
has been heard in the city council in years, 
It came up over the wide tire ordinance, 
which Ald. Dixon was fighting, and he was 
the center of the wordy conflict. In the end 
the ordinance was taken from the committee, 
to which Ald. Dixon fad had it consigned at 
the last meeting, and made a special order 
for next Monday evening, so it can be passed 
before vacation.

James H. Eekels Tries to Resusei- 
tate a Drowned Boy,

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MANI SEE THE YOUTH SINK. 


Harry Beinardt Loses Life in the Lake 
Off Burton Place. 


Remembering advice he had read on “ first 
aid to the injured,’’ James H. Eckels, presi- 
dent of the Commercial national bank and. 
former controller of the currency, made a 
determined but unsuccessful attempt last 
evening to revive a boy who had been 
drowned in the lake not far from the bank- 
er's home at 18 Ritchie court. 

The drowned boy was Harry Beinardt, 13 
years old, whose parents live at 79 Orchard 
street. He was seized with the cramps while 
swimming in the lake off Burton place and 
before assistance could reach him sank from 
sight. 

Perhaps 200 persons, Mr. Eckels among the 
number, were on the lake shore when the 
boy gave a despairing ery and disappeared 
beneath the water. Park Policeman Charles 
Munn, who was at the water’s edge, was the 
first to act. Throwing off his coat, Munn 
plunged intc the lake and a few strokes car- 
ried him to the spot where the boy was last 
seen. Here he dived a number of times, but 
was unable to reach the body. and finally, 
becoming exhausted, was obliged to swim 
back to shore. 

While the policeman was diving for the 
body Mr. Eckels and a number of others had 
secured a boat and grappling hooks, and 
within twenty minutes after the boy sank 
his body was lying on the beach, with the 
bank president bending over it. 

“Run and get some brandy,”’ was Mr. 
Eckels’ first command, and Attorney Kene- 
saw M. Landis, who was among the crowd, 
hastened to comply. 

Mr. Eckels then loosened the neckband of 
tie boy’s shirt and proceeded to roll the body 
over and over on the sand, at the same tfme 
slapping it vigorously on the back. He was 
thus engaged when Mr. Landis returned with 
the brandy, some of which was forced down 
the boy’s throat. 

But the effarts to resuscitate were in vain, 
and when a physician arrived a moment later 
the boy was pronounced dead. The police 
took charge of the body and a detective was 
gent to notify the parents of the tragedy. _ 

Mrs. Beinardt fainted when told of her 
son’s death and the father’s grief found a 
vent in tears.

LONDON, July 15.—A rumor was current 
in the lobby of the house of commons tonight 
to the effect that some United States war- 
ships had seized about twenty small islands 
off the coast of Bornéo, which, it is under- 
. stood, belong to Great Britain, and had plant- 
ed the American flag on them. It is probable 
that a question on the subject will be asked 
in the house. 


American Claims Not New. 


Washington, D. C., July 15.—[Special.}]— 
Some time agoa claim was made tea number 
of islands off the coast of Borneo by the 
United States on the ground that they be- 
longed to no nation 
directed by the department to send a gun- 
boat for the purpose of making surveys and 
believed these are 
islands said to have been seized by Ameri- 
can warships. 
A plausible explanation of Me reported oc- 
currence is that the commanding officer in 
the Philippines simply had sent one or more 
of his vessels and hoisted the flag of the 
United States over some islands near the 
coast of Borneo, which were purchased by 
the United States from Spain subsequent to

These were the Cagayan Sulu group, com- 
prising one large and fourteen smalier is- 
lands, and the larger island of Palawan. 
These islands were not compreherided within 
the boundaries of the Philippine archipelago 
when the treaty of Paris was signed. 
The claim was made later, however, that 
they rightfully belonged to Spain, and they 
were formally ceded to the United States by 
a subsequent action of that government, and 
congress made an appropriation and paid the 
purchase price agreed on for them. 
The islands of the Cagayan group are close 
to the Borneo coast, and the action of the 
American naval officials in formally raising 
the American flag over them, if this has been 
done, has no doubt given rise to the impres- 
sion in the minds of those unacquainted with 
the real facts that the United States had 
seized the islands. 


Philippines Are Widespread. 


The Philippine group of islands, acquired 
from Spain as a fesult of the war of 1898, ex- 
tends se far southward and there are so 
many of them that it is not unlikely an inter- 
national commission will be necessary to 
decide the ownership of many of them. 
The Philippine group also merges into the 
scores Of small islands north of the Dutch 
East Indies, so that in many cases it will be 
difficult to determine to which nation they 
really belong. 
Fortunately there is not likely to be much 
‘of a controversy over the disputed islands. 
State department officials say the ownership 
in all probability will be adjusted with little 


friction.

Has Look of One Dead.

That smile which lighted up the pontiff’s 
face, even in extreme age, had disappeared, 
probably forever. Theskin was drawntight- 
ly over the bony framework of hie face, leav- 
ing the once bright eyes staring dimly from 
the deeply sunken sockets. A grayish pallor 
overspread hid countenance, but the most 
noticeable ravage wrought by his disease 
was the dropping of the lower jaw, which 
made the pope’s features take on the fixed 
rigidity of death. 

In marked contrast to previous daye, the 
patient was kept in almost absolute seclu- 
sion, only one person besides the physicians 
in immediate attendance gaining admission. 
This one was Mer. Pifferi, the pope’s con- 
fessor. | 

Others came to the ante-chamber, includ- 
ing Cardinals Satoli and Serafino Vannu- 
tell, but they did not press for admilasion to 
the sick room, being aware of the doctors’ 
earnest wish to afford the august patient 
every opportunity of avoiding exertion end 
mental effort. | 

Takes Little Nourishment. 

During the day the pope took a slight 
amount of nourishment. Through the morn- 
ing he was quite restless, shifting uneasily 
on his bed and complaining of being unable 
to secure an easy position, Later he be-

GIBBONS A POWER IN CONCLAVE. 


Churchman in Rome Says American 
Cardinal Will Play Important Part 
in History of Church.

ROME, July. 15.—A monsignore who is a 

friend of the United States said today, apro- 
pos of the coming conclave: 

„ Cardinal Gibbons is on the point of ar- 
riving in Rome, and this is important, as it 
is the first time an American cardinal takes 
part in the election of a pope. 

„Cardinal McCluskey on the last occasion 


arrived too late to take part in the conclave. 


He heard of the election of Pope Leo XIII. 
on his arrival at Queenstown. If it had not 
been that a number of cardinals favorable 
to him have died lately Cardinal Gibbons 
would have had a good chance of being’ 
elected pope. The late Cardinal Siciliano 
de Rende, who was formerly nuncio'to Paris, 
would have done all he could to have him 
elected. | 

“Cardinal Gibbons will, however, have 
great influence in the next conclave. His 
eminence has great authority with all the 
members of the sacred college, and will im- 
press upon that assembly the power which 
he possesses as the representative of the 
. United States. He will prove to them that 
the United States has a right to be no longer 
considered as a simple colony with a single 
cardinal, but has a right to have propor- 
tionately as many cardinals as Spain. If 


this right were admitted there would be 
twelve American cardinals in the conclave. 


Paves Way for the Future. 

In view of the authority which Cardinal 
Gibbons will exercise he probably will pave 
the way for a more just representation of 
the United States in the sacred college. This 
will bear its fruits in the next conclave, but 
even now the Catholics of the republican 
United States will not permit that a mon- 
archical nation should intervene in the com- 
ing conclave with its veto and thus affirm 
its historical right. 

“While awaiting the forthcoming trans- 
~formation of the sacred college in their favor 
the Catholics of the United States demand a 
new pope th modern ideas, ideas which 
will lead hight to approve the action of Amer- 
lean Catholicista, a pope who will maintain 
the most friendly relations with the presi- 
dent of the United States, as Leo XIII. 
showed his great admiration and sympathy 
for the personal qualities of Roosevelt. Leo 
XIII. dia much for the Catholics of the 
United States. He put an end to the stupid 
polemic of certain French Catholic writers 
against the so-called Americanism. He cre- 
ated the Catholic university at Washington 
and instituteé an apostolic delegation by 
which he put an end to conflicts between 
Roman Catholics of the States, but one of 
his most important acts was in making Gib- 
‘one a cardinal. Cardinal Gibbons enjoys 
the respect of everybody in the United 
Btates. Roosevelt gave a measure of his 
eminence’s great personal authority by giv- 
ing him first place after himself at the cere- 
mony of laying the foundation stone at the 
St. Louis exposition, and this in spite of the 
presence of leading personages of the United 
States. 

“If Leo XIII. did so much for the Cath 
lics of the United States we can see hae 
great are the duties of his successor, as in 
the American republic Roman Catholics can- 
not accept 4 pope with reactionary and anti- 


liberal ideas.“ 
~Rampolla Receives 

Mer. O'Connell, rector of theb Catholic 
university at Washington, has been received 
in private audience by Cardinal Rampolla, 
who took a great interest in the present sit- 
vation of the university and its future. Mer. 
O'Connell told the cardinal he was sure he 
voiced the feeling of the whole American 
people when he declared that all were hoping 
for the preservation of the pontiff’s life. 


Gibbons to Stop in Paris.

“The czar has abolished the harshest 
remnants of the barbaric punishments of 
former times—namely: castigation with 
cudgele and cat-o’-nine-tails, chaining to the 
car, and shaving the head; which were still 
inflicted for certain offenses on persons ex- 
led to penal settlements to to the mines. 
The cudgel and the cat are replaced in 
the new statute, says the newspaper, by pro- 
longation of term or by solitary confine- 
ment up to 100 days, with bread and water, 
except every third day, wheif hot food will 
be served at one meal. + 

The revised statute of June 15 prescribes 
chastisement with birch rods up to 100 blows 
“for slight offenses and misdemeanors.“ 
In furtherance of the proposed domestic 
reforms a new law has been promulgated 
giving factory employés the right to appoint 
delegates from their coworkers to represent 
their interests in conferences with the fac- 
tory inspectors. 

The plan for the formation of a new police 
force to maintain order and assure security 
in the rural districts of forty-six provinces 
of European Russia will be carried out im- 
mediately in fifteen of these provinces. _ 
Over 320,000 men have been called to the 
colors in order to complete the strength of 
the Russian army and navy for the present 
year.

examination of the city’s statutes showed 
that the mayor was correct. 

There is one forbidding the firing of any 
pistol, gun. firearm, or fowling piece with- 
in the city Mmits. This applies to the fourth 
of July, no matter what the mayor may pro- 
claim. 

There is another one forbidding the sale, 
gift, or loan do any minor of any pistol. gun 
or fowling piece, and the penalty is $50 for 
each offense. 

There is still another one which is held to 
apply directly to toy pistols, in which the 
description of the forbidden article is “ any- 
thing containing any substance of an ex- 
plosive nature.“ 

Then there is a limitation on fire crackers 
which specifies that none shall be sold which 
contain any other explosive than ordinary 
black gunpowder.”’ 
Still more ordinances governing the sale and 
use of explosives of every description exist, 
and it is said that if they were enforced there 
would be little heard of fourth of July casu- 
alties in Chicago. 


FIRE PANIC STRIKES HOTEL. 


Guests at Normandy Rush from Rooms 
* in Scanty Attire While the 
Laundry Burns. 


Guests at the Normandy hotel, 889 Michi- 
gan avenue, became panic stricken yesterday 
morning when their rooms were filled with 
smoke from a fire in the laundry. With 
flames licking the rear of the building, they 
rushed into the corridors in scanty attire 
and ran wildly to the elevators. The cars 
were soon filled and many struggled down 
the stairs, crying for help.

CHARGES OF FRAUD MADE 
AGAINST ASYLUM BOARD. 


Joseph E. Hanreddy of Chicago Alleges 
a Conspiracy Has Been Formed to De- 
fraud the State Out of $25,000. 


Springfield, III., July 15.—In a suit for an 
injunction filed in the Sangamon Circuit 
court this afternoon the complainant, Joseph 
E. Hanreddy, a Chicago contractor, alleges 
that a conspiracy was formed to defraud 
the state out of $25,000 on contracts for 
Huflding cottages at the Hospital for the 
Incurable Insane at Partonville. 

Mr. Hanreddy asks for an injunction 
against State Auditor McCullough, who has 
charge of the appropriation of $250,000 made 
for the institution, restraining him from is- 
suing warrants to W. M. Allen of Peoria, 
who was awarded the contract. S. O. Spring, 
president of the board of trustees, and E. 
H. Thomas and K. M. Whitham, trustees, 
and R. Bruce Watson, state architect, are 
also made defendants. 

The complainant alleges that some time 
ago the-trustees and the state architect ad- 
vertised for bids for building the cottages, 
and before the time arrived to award the 
work a conspiracy was formed and they 
induced J. J. Jobst, V. J. Jobst & Son; Fred 
Meintz of Peoria, G. Moulton & Co. of Chi- 
cago, W. J. McAlpine of Dtxon, and Collins 
Bros. of Rock Island to file. straw bids on 
the work, but that it was decided to give 
the contracts to Mr. Allen of Peoria. By 
so doing, he alleges, the state of Illinois 
would have been defrauded out of $25,000 
or more and the bidders would not have been 
fairty treated. 

In his bill, however, Mr. Hanreddy states 
that he does not believe that Trustee E. H. 
Thomas of Argenta was a party to the“ al- 
leged conspiracy, as he resigned his posi- 
tion when informed of the plans of the board 
and the state architect. 

Hanreddy’s bid was the lowest by $22,000, 
but the board alleged his bid was too low 
and would not accept it. 


MAY HAVE GOVERNOR’S DAY 
WITHOUT ANY GOVERNOR. 


Said That He Will Review First Regi- 
ment in Camp. 


Springfield, III., July 15.—[Spectal.]—Gov- 
ernor’s day will be observed at the state 
militia. camp tomorrow, but up to tonight 
it was not known who will review the com- 
mand in absence of Gov. Yates, command- 
er in chief of the forces of [ilinois.

Perfect 
Accord—More Signatures Are De- 
sired and a Week’s Farther Pime Is 
 Given—Hay’s Instructions to Riddle.

New York, July 15.—In accordance with 
the understanding at Oyster Bay on Tuesday, 
Leo N. Levi gave out the following state- 
ment regarding the conference between the 
president and the Jewish committee of 
Kisheneff petition: 


to us. Our views and those of the president 
are in perfect accord. It has been decided 
that it would not be well at present to make 
public any details of the conference. 


No Modifications Made. 

“Some erroneous impressions have been 
formed, which it is important to correct im- 
mediately. This is not easy within the lim- 
itations imposed by state considerations. I 
venture, however, to say that the petition 
has not been modified in any particular: that 
no reason exists for discontinuing the sign- 
ing of the petitions; that ir is desired that 
they should be signed for a week longer and 
then sent to me; and that the most perfect 
accord exists between us and the president. 
Our course has his full approval, and his is in 
every respect just as we desire it to be. There 
are no differences of any kind whatsoever, 
and there has been no receding. I have 
wired te members of the eecutive commit- 
tee of the B’nai B'rith throughout the coun- 
try that the situation is entirely satisfactory 
and to go aheal with the lists, but to send 
them in so as to reach me in ten days. 


Petition Is Not a Protest. 

“It should be distinctly understood that 
the petition is neither a protest nor a remon- 
strance. It does not seek to interfere in 
Russian affairs. Finally, it is not a peti- 
tion by Jews, but in behalf of them. It is 
a petition by Americans regardless of re- 


ligious affiliations.” |

‘HELD 10 BE BAD, 


State’s Attorney Deneen De- 
clares Measure Detrimen- 
tal in Its Effects. 


POWER LODGED IN FEW. 


Tells State Association of Pros- 
ecntors That Politics Is Given 
Chance to Creep In. 


Galesburg, III., July 15—({Special.]—The 
Tilineis parole law for criminals was vigor- 
ously denounced by State's Attorney Charles 
8. Deneen of Chicago in an address before 
the State’s Attorneys’ State association to- 
day... Mr. Deneen held that inasmuch as the 
law takes the power to fix the penalty away 
from the judge and jury and lodges it in a 
few men appointed by the governor the 
effect has been detrimental both upon juries 


| and criminals, and has caused 


At the evening session Mr. Deneen read an 
address in which he ‘ascribed crime to hered- 
ity and environment. ! 

The discussion of the parole system was in- 
troduped by a paper by E. A. Snively, a mem- 
ber of the board of pardons, who explained. 
the work of the board and the operations of 

New Law Too Redical. 

“The new law is far too radical,” sald 
Mr. Deneen. The jury. as under the old 
law, should fix the maximum penalty. Then 
the parole board could act in the case of 
extenuating circumstances. Since the law 
has been in operation there has been no 

diminution of criminals in Chicago.“ 


Chance for Political Work. 


Mr. Deneen made no charge against the 
present parole board or its efficiency, but 
he pointed out that, under the system, a 
board might be influenced by money or by 
political considerations, and that power was 
placed where it might be hawked around 
tor political purposes. He contended thar, 
under the law, power is taken from the 
court and jury and is lodged in the ‘hands 
of men unfamiliar with the facts or circum- 
stances and without opportunity for thor- 
ough study, and he asked how such men 
could arrive at a just sentence. 

He showed that, with the large number 
of cases in the penitentiaries, it is im- 
possible for the board to give each case 
minute and thorough investigation. He 


might be left with men dominated by po- 
litical influences; that it might be hard for 
a poor man to have his case fully investigat- 
ed, and that the law tends to make a farce 
of the administration of justice in such cases. 


— 


In this connection, he referred to his expe- 
rience in Cook county, and claimed that 


| there is superiority in the old jury prac- 
| tice over that which puts power in a board 


where the people will not be assured that 
the standard will be maintained. 

Mr. Deneeen was vigorously applauded by 
the convention, and his views were elo- 
quentiy upheld by J. W. Keeslar of Dan- 
ville, secretary of the association, Thomas 
B. Camp of Macomb, and others. 

Board Member Defies Criticism. 

State’s Attorney Smith of Morgan county 
defended the parole system, and said he 
would rather try a case before a pardon board 
than a jury. E. A. Snively closed the de- 
bate. With uplifted hand he defied any one 
to say that the pardon board had ever been 
moved by political influence to pardon a 
prisoner. He complimented Mr. Deneen as 


state’s attorney Cook county ever had. 
Oliver A. Hafker, dean of the law faculty 


107 Madison street and asked them to con- 
sider a proposition from the company. 
He told them that President De Wolf of the 


‘Company was willing to reinstate 300 of the 


mechanics who originally walked out, but 
that he would not take back any men who 
bave acted as pickets or have been guilty of 
assaults. This proposition was unanimously 
vetoed by the strikers, who decreed that 
they would not return to’ work until the com- 
pany has discharged seven nonunion men 
who are objectionable to the labor organiza- 
tions. 

President Schardt was not willing to take 
back this answer to the company and called 
a special meeting of the-strike leaders and 
the executive board of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor. He was authorized to visit 
Fresident De Wolf today and ask him to 
offer better terms of adjustment. If Mr. De 
Wolf refuses to do this Schardt will offer 
hira a counter proposition, which in part will 
be as follows: 

That the discharge certain men who 
are objectionable to the unions. 

That the company reinstate all the strikers ex- 
cept those who are now employed elsewhere. 

That the company sign agreements with the 
unions which do not force it to hire only members 
revent any dis- 
crimination, and grant the employés union con- 


ditions. 
Truce Is Not Likely. 

Members of the company refused to com- 
mit themselves on the counterproposition 
last night, and it is expected that they will 
refuse to aceept it. If they do, the strike 
leaders are prepared to continue the fight 
indefintely and wage it along even more bit- 
ter lines. They declare that the Kellogg com- 
pany is a member of the Employers’ asso- 
ciation, and is being supported by other con- 
cerns, ‘ 

Members of the teamsters’ union have be- 

come alarmed at the situation. The fact that 
the Kellogg company has been able to get 
teams on the streets has frightened them, 
for it has demonstrated that they can be 
eaten. Two of their business agents and 
forty members of their union have been 
arrested, and they do not know where to 
turn. 
The teamsters expected that the company 
would send its teams through the heart of 
the city yesterday. Committees were sta- 
tioned in the downtown district ready to 
engineer blockades when the wagon ar- 
rived. These men will be transferred to the 
west side today. 


Injunction Suit Dropped. 

With the decision of the freight handlers to 
return to work for the Chicago Terminal 
company, the company’s petition for an in- 
junction against them was dropped. The 
company's attorney, Jesse Barton, appeared 
before Judge Grosscup of the Federal court 
yesterday morning and with President Cur- 
ran of the freight handlers arranged that 
the proceedings be temporarily withdrawn. 

Attorney Barton had been prepared to press 
his case before Judge Grosscup, but he and 
Curran held a conference and Curran in- 
formed him that the strike against the Ter- 
minal company had been declared off. 

„ believe that the trouble at our Western 
avenue depot has ceased,“ said Attorney 
Barton to the court. and that the pickets

REVEALS MORDER, 


Repe and a Stone Around the Neck, as 
Well as a Crushed Skull, Show That 
Foul Play Was Committed—Victim 
Is Supposed to Have Been Frank 


peared Last Week with $350 in His 
Possession—Police Investigating. 


Murdered, weighted down, and thrown 
into the lake is the fate that befell a man 
who is supposed to have been Frank Shop- 
ski of Hegewisch. 

The body of the murdered man was found 
in the water yesterday at the foot of One 
Hundred and Seventh street, just across the 
Indiana line. Around the neck was a rope, 
and at the end of the rope was a stone which 
weighed thirty pounds. There was another 
loop in the rope, showing that a second stone 
had been used to weight down the body, but 
this stone had become unfastened and was 
found on the lake bottom in the shallow 
water where the body itself was discovered. 

A crushed skull showed that the man had 
been struck down, evidently from behind, 
and it is supposed that life was extinct when 
the body was cast into the lake. 


Robbery the Probable Motive. 


If the body is that of Shopski, the motive for 
the murder undoubtedly was robbery. Shop- 
ski was & saloon and restaurant keeper in 
Hegewisch and has been missing since a 
week ago last Monday. He had considerable 
money in his possession when he disappeared. 

Shopski left Hegewisch with’$350, announc- 
ing that he would walk to South Chicago, 
pay his bill at the South Chicago brewery, 
and return that evening. But he failed to 
return. 

The coroner's jury at Hammond yesterday 
examined the body that was taken from the 
Jake and returned a verdict that the man had 
been murdered. The skull was found to be 
crushed in two places, as if by a blunt instru- 
ment. 

The name of the tailor had been cut from 
the clothing on the body and every effort 
had been made to destroy any clew to its 
identity: In the pocket of the trousers was 
found a key tag to a box in the Commercial 
' Safety Deposit company vaults, at Monroe 
wand Dearborn streets. The tag, which was 
No. 36, was found to have been issued nine- 
teen years ago to W. B. Conkey, the Ham- 
mond publisher. Mr. Conkey declares that 
the tag has passed from his memory. 


To Disinter the Body. 


After the inquest the body was buried, 
but it will be disinterred today, and Shop- 
ski's relatives will be given an opportunity 
to identify it. The description furnished 
by the Hammond coroner fits closely the 
description of Shopski. 

The body is that of a man five feet seven 
inches in height, weighing about 170 pounds. 
The age apparently was 45 years. The 
clothes are of dark material with a 1 
green stripe, and are tallor made. The shir 
was white negligee with small black dots. 
The underwear was of balbriggan and the 
socks and shoes black and of good quality. 
There were no marks on the body other 
than the two wounds on the head. 

The Hammond police worked on the case 
all day, but no arrests were made. A num- 
ber of fishermen are camped on the lake 
near where the body was found, but none 
of them could or would throw any light on the 
mystery.

Normal Child Has Bad Traits. 

In his address this evening Mr. Deneen 
held that the normal! child has destructive 
racial instincts, a nomadic love of adventure, 
a tendency to lying, and a disrespect for 
property. 

The child lacks power and concentration,” 
he said. The race is advanced by the 
eradication of these traces of savagery. 
With proper care and training the child will 
outgrow these tendencies; if neglected it is 
likely to follow the general law of nature 
and deteriorate. The influence of environ- 
ment is great.“ 

Mr. Deneen here referred to the great num- 
ber of arrests in the slum districts of Chi- 
cago, and termed these districts breeders of 
crime. He pictured a crowded tenement 
house, with its neglected children, with sa- 
loons and disorderly houses near at hand, 
and then said that some of the boldest rob- 
beries and the murders growing from them 
are by inexperienced young men from such 
districts. He contended that such districts 
should be abolished by legal enactment, 
homes with light and air be provided, and 
small parks created. “The lawmakers 
should give these children a chance and help 
them to grow up good citizens,’’ he added. 

Mr. Deneen then considered the degenerate 
class, the people with diseased or abnormal 
wills, who, he said, cannot resist temptation, 
and who are incited by atrocious crimes to 
commit like crimes. 


“Tt is the murder of a ruler by one of these 
that makes it necessary to guard other 
rulers throughout the world from attacks by 
those similarly degenerate,” he declared. 
“ The state should pay more attention to the 
saving of the occasional criminal by dis- 
ciplining the mind, strengthening the will, 
and instilling good habits.”’ 

In conclusion Mr. Deneen disparaged maud- 
lin sympathy and said the legislative problem 
is to make the unfit fit and to eliminate those 
who cannot be made fit.

Every patrolman was called into the 
station, the message reading ‘for reserve 
duty.“ en we got there we were lined up 
in the squadroom, and the leut.“ handed 
us out bunches of tickets to the democratic 
picnic and told us to sell them. We were 
given to understand that we were to bringin 
the money for them whether we sold them 
or not.

Only a “Voluntary” Act.

At the Auditorium we also ar- 
rested Michael Sweeney, the announcer at 
Washington park.

THE “SUBURBAN TOLL POINTS.” 

Last year the gross receipts of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company were $4,570,000, 
of which $1,075,000 went to pay dividends. 
Part of the earnings and the dividends came 
from customers who were charged $175 for 
telephones instead of $125—the legal rate— 
or $150 instead of $100. Part came from 
the tolls levied on residents in cértain dis- 
tricts of the city when they talk with resi- 
dents in other districts. 

The lessee of an unlimited service tele- 
phone ought to be able to call up without 
extra charge any telephone in the city; but 
he is not allowed to do so. The telephone 
company has within the city limits what it 
calls “suburban toll points.“ They are

Notice should be taken of the fact that the 
toll charges for points like Oak Park and 
Hyanston are 10 cents for one minute, 15 
cents for two or three minutes, and 5.cents 
for every additional minute. This is an ex 
cellent illustration of the measured serv- 
ice“ whieh the telephone company has a 
great liking for, because there id so much 
money in it. If it could it would exact of 
every user of a telephone in Chicago 5 cents 
for “a three minutes’ versation.

Also it passed a resolu- 
tion declaring municipal ownership of pub- 
lie utilities to be a success. 

Municipal ownership has been a success 
‘in Winnetka. To attempt to prove that 
it has not been a success there would be 
to imitate those academic persons who at- 
tempt to prove that laborers are better off 
in the country than they are in cities. The 
laborers themselves think that they are 
better off in cities than they are in the 
country. Consequently they leave the coun- 
try and come to the cities. All long range 
speculations about rural delights break 
down before the fact that the men whom 
the academic persens wish to condemn to 

delights refuse to submit to their 

They persist in thinking that 

they can tell for themselves whether they 

are happier in the fields or on the pave- 
ments: 

A similar remark may be made about 
the people of Winnetka. If they like mu- 
nicipal ownership, municipal ownership is 
what they dike. They must not suppose, 
however, that in large cities municipal 
ownership can be introduced as success- 
fully as in a small city like Winnetka. The 
people of Winnetka have three advantages. 
First, they are enough to have strong 
local patriotism and large local informa- 
tion. Second, they are wealthy enough to 
be open to no petty boodle temptations. 
Third, they are intelligent enough to be 
able to understand and follow their munici- 
pal enterprises and to keep politics out of 
them. ; 

The citizens of larger cities are not blessed 
with these advantages. Their progress to- 
ward municipal ownership will have to be 
slower.

The general, who 
bears the name of Dodds, and who is not 
only a knight grand cross of the Legion of 
Honor but also a general of division, that 
is to say, possesses the highest grade in the 
French army, has all the characteristics of 
the mulatto, including the coffee colored com- 
plexion, the kinky hair, and the thick lips. 
It is to his victories that France is indebted 
for a considerable portion of her ‘empire in 
the west of Africa. ‘ 

Peter the Great's most famous general, 
whom he created a count, was a full blooded 
negro of the name of Hannibal. 

In England there are not merely one but 
several negroes who have received titular 
honors from the crown, among the number 
being Sir Samuel Lewis, whois a knight com- 
mander of the Order of St. Michael and St. 
George and has been chief justice of the 
African colony of Sierra Leone. His wife is 
entitled to the prefix of lady to her name, 
and both he and she enjoy official as well as 
social.precedence over all English men and 
women in the colony, excepting the governor 
and his wife. 

The great Alexander Dumas never suf- 
fered any loss of social regard or status in 
Europe from the fact that his grandmother 
was a full blooded negress, and I could cite 
dozens of other cases of the same kind which 
will serve to explain the sympathy. with 
which President Roosevelt's attitude in con- 
nection with the colored people here is re- 
garded abroad, especially by those who have 
never crossed the Atlantic ocean and visited 
this country. 


The police hold a theory, based on experi- 
ence, to the effect that convicts seldom if 
ever reform, and it would appear that this 
rule, if rute it can be called, likewise holds 
good with people of rank and family who 
have gone wrong. Once they have become 
involved in the toils of the law they seidom 
manage to rehabilitate themselves, and are 
forever turning up again in connection with 
offenses either civil or criminal. 

Thus not long ago Alfred Monson, grand- 
son of the late Lord Monson and a cousin 
therefore of that Lord Monson who has just 
married the widowed Mrs. George Turnure 
of New York in Paris, was sentenced to five 
years’ penal servitude for forgery, after hav- 
ing been repeatedly charged: with one offense 
or amother during the eight years which 
elapsed between his conviction for forgery 
and his trial at Edinburg for the murder of 
his pupil, young. Cecil Hambrough, from 
which he narrowly escaped, branded with 
the stigma of a verdict of “not proven.“ 
And now we have Arthur Sebright, younger 
brother of the late Sir Edgar Sebright, turn- 
ing up once more in the English court in 
connection with a suit brought,against him 
by the marquis of Downshire, for having ob- 
tained from him two promissory notes of 
$26,000 each by fraud—that is to say, in pay- 


existence, while keeping the marquis in ig? 
norance of the fact that he was an undie- 
charged bankrupt, a fact which in itself was 
of a nature to subject him toa criminal pros- 
ecution. 
The suit brought by Lord Downshire was a 
civil action. But the fact that Lord Down- 
shire won it, that the promissory notes were 
ordered to be canceled as having been 
tal ned by fraud, as well as the evidence pro 
duced in court and the vigorous denuncia 
of the defendant by Sir Henry Buckley, th 
presiding judge, are certain to lead in t 
natural order of things toa criminal - 
cution. 


Arthur Sebright hes been gazetted as a 
bankrupt no less than four times, and in no 
single instance has he obtained his discharge. 
. Five years ago he was brought up in a police 
court at Bow street in London on a criminal 
charge for obtaining credit from a horse 
dealer to the tune of $5,000 without inform- 
ing the vender that he was an undischarged 
bankrupt. He gave in payment notes backed 
by the late Lord de L'Isle, representing that 
the latter was worth $150,000 a year, although 
the peer in question’ was insolvent at the 
time. Finally, when the notes were dishon- 
ored, the plaintiff? found that Sebright had 
sold the horses for $2,000 and pocketed the 
money. After no end of unsavory notoriety 
the matter was eventually settled by means 
of a compromise with the prosecutor, ef- 


Arthur Sebright is the same individual who 
played so questionable a rolein the disgrace- 
ful ‘‘ Scott vs. Sebright case in the divorce 
Arthur Sebright, who 
was a young stock broker at the time, having 
made the acquaintance of the two daughters 
of Lady Lena Scott, and finding that each of 
them had inherited a fortune of $160,000 in 
their own right, induced the elder of the 
girls, who was known in London society as 
„Baby Scott, to raise money on her name 
for the purpose of intrusting it to him for a 
profitable investment. He either lost the 
money om change or else squandered it, and, 
fearing prosecution on the part of the girl's 
guardians and trustees, terrorized her into a 
marriage before the registrar as the only 
means of avoiding being called to account. 

The girl a few months later discovered 
that she had been duped, and thereupon by 
the advice of her mother instituted proceed- 
ings in the divoree court to have her mar- 
riage annulled. The trial terminated in a 
decree dissolving the marriage on the ground 
of terrorism and fraud.

New York, July 15.—[{Specia!.!1—The Amer- 
ican league won a double victory today in 
its first legal tilt with the local Nationa! 
league club, securing a dissolution of the in- 
junction against Shortstop Elberfeld of Grif- 
fiths’ team and obtaining a temporary in- 
junction which will prevent George Davis 
playing with McGraw’s team anywhere until 


the case is heard. 

The temporary injunction obtained in the 
Supreme court a few days ago by John T. 
Brush restraining Elberfeld from playing 
with the New York American league club 
was dissolved on the stipu.ation among the 
lewyers in the case that.arguments on the 
motion to continue the injunction be ad- 
journed until next Monday, when the court 
will make a final decision. 

De Lancey Nicoll appeared for the New 
Vork Nationa} league club, while Abram I. 
Elkus represents the New "York Americans. 
Nicoll told Justice Greenbaum, who heard 
the argument, that he was not ready to go 
on, and asked for an adjournment. Elkus 
opposed this, saying Nicoll was not acting in 
good faith, as the New York Americans 
would be deprived of Elberfeld's services 
every day the case was continued. Justice 
Greenbaum asked if the lawyers had a copy 
in court of the agreement signed at the peace 
conference. None was in evidence, and Nicoll 
again asked for an adjournment. 

J will grant you an adjournment,” said 
Justice Greenbaum, “ if you will consent that 
the injunction be dissolved until you are ready 
to be heard. As the matter now stands 1 
would unhesitatingly dissolve it on the argu- 
ment, but I am willing to accord you further 
hearing if you desire.”’ 

Nicoll demurred at first, but finally agreed 
to the court’s proposition and the matter went 
over until next Monday. 

Wo are, of course, ane at the court’s 
decision,” said President Johnson of the 
American league, “ but we feel that it was 
what we were entitled to.”’ 

The injunction against George Davis was 
issued by the United States Circuit court, and 
prevents Davis from playing with the New 
York National league club. The papers were 
served on Davis in the betting ring of the 
Brighton Beach racetrack. They were 
placed on his arm by the server and fell to 
the ground, but Davis picked them up and 
read them. 

The injunction restrains Davis from playing 
with any club except the Chicago American 
league team until Oct. 1. Davis is ordered to 
show cause why the injunction should not 
hold, and is returnable on Aug. 6.

, Whose business it will be to codperate 
with the receiver and the controller with a 
view of récomthending or approving a price 
for the property, which will lead to a speedy 
liquidation of the trust.

Danger in Small Banks. 

The formation of smal) national banks with 
a minimum capital of $25,000, in accordance 
with the act of March 14, 1900, is beginning 
to result in some uneasiness over the posi- 
tion these small institutions will occupy with 
thé recurrence of financial stress. Alto- 
gether 1,041 of these banks, with a capital of 
$50,000 or under, were organized between 
March 14, 1900, and June 30, 1903. 

Now comes the fallure of one $25,000 bank 
at Connwall-on-the-Hudson through the de- 
its cashier, whose takings 
amount to nearly ‘twice the capital stock. 
The cashier is accused of losing bank funds 
in speculation. It becomes apparent that 
difficulty will be generally experienced in 
securing a high grade officer to manage these 
small institutions, since the pay must neces- 
sarily be inadequate. In consequence the 
bank is at the mercy of the cashier.’ While 
institutions organized in towns removed

COMMON LAW CASES. 


Two Will Hear Motions and Others Can 
Devote Sessions te Cas¢e—Assign« 
ment Clerks to Keep Weeded Oat of 
Calendars All Suite Not Ready fos 
Trial and te Arrange Live Contests 
According te Probable Length of 
Hearing. 
— — — 
A new system of calling common law cases 
for trial was adopted yesterday at a meet« 
ing of judges of the Superior and Cireult 
courts. Under the new rules the number 
ot lawyers, clients, and witnesses. waiting 
for cases to be called for trial will be fe- 
duced. 
One judge in the Circuit and one judge in 
the Superior court will hear all motions, and 
in this way the jurymen and lawyers in the 
other courts will be relieved of waiting until 
motions of course are disposed of each morn- 
ing. The new rules are also designed te 
prevent scheming among lawyers to get @ 
case before a certain judge. 


Dunne and Holdom to Hear Motions. 
Judges Dunne and Holdom were chosen 
to conduct all first calls, hear all contested 
motions and motions of course, and have 
under their jurisdiction the assignment 
clerks. They will have charge of this work 
for three months. It was also decided to 
have a separate cglendar of cases against the 
city of Chicago and each judge in succession 
will gall this calendar for one full term. 

On the second Monday of the September 
term of the Circuit court there will be a call 
of 500 cases on the trial calendar and on the 
Tuesday following the second Monday a sim- 
Har call will be, had in the Superior court, 
The assignment clerks will weed out all cases 
that are not ready for trial when approached 
on the regular list, and in this way live 
cases will be kept continually on the call 
in each court. The clerks will also find out 
the approximate time it will take to try each 
case and arrange them accordingly. 


Duties of Assignment Cjerks. 

The rule on the work of the assignment 
clerks says: 
A list of all cases set for trial on the pre- 
liminary cali will be posted in the office of 
the assignment clerk on the same day such 
call is made up. The assignment clerk will 9 
announce before 4 oclock in the afternoon 
of each day the cases set for peremptory 
call the following day. There will be no aa- 
signment of trial cases for Saturday. 
Each case upon such dally calendar shail 
be sent by the assignment clerk in itsnumer- 
ical order to the judge before whom there 
shall be no case on trial, and if more than 
one judge has no case on trial the cases shall 
be sent to them in the alphabetical order of 
their respective names. 
“ The clerk will not place more than three 
cases upon the peremptory call for a given 
day where the same litigant is party plaintiff 
or defendant.”’
